The great majority of these busts and 


statuettes are copied directly from the 
originals wherever they happen to be, 
and then the molds are made from that 
copy and sent to all parts of the woild, 
the statues being cast in the place 
where they are to be sold. In the lar- 
ger shops in New York city, however, 
a certain amount of original work is 
done in order to keep pace with the 
popular demand for representations of 
the hero of the hour. A great many of 
our most distinguished poets, authors 
and statesmen whose busts are exposed 
for sale on the street corners never sat 
for these portraits. 
Some workman 


modeled the head after a photograph 
and occasionally has produced such 
good work that it is almost a pity the 
sculptor's name should remain un- 
known. 


The chief purchasers of these casts 


from the larger makers are the high 
schools all over the country. They de- 
mand, of course, not only classical sub- 
jects and copies of ancient bas-reliefs 
and architectural details, but also busts 
of famous men and women from every 
period of the world's history. Such a 
wide range of subjects is covered by 
this demand that seven and eight thou- 
sand titles are included in some of the 
catalogues issued. The factories where 
these. G^jures are turned out exhibit in 
their showrooms an assortment and 
confusion of time, place and nature be- 
wildering to look at. 


The process of casting these statu- 


ettes is a comparatively simple one 
when the mold is once completed. The 
material used, plaster of parls, is 
cheap, and a very excellent quality is 
produced in this country. When thp 
statuette comes out, it is pure white 
and covered with ridges made by the 
different sections of the mold. These 
ridges are carefully removed, and then 
the cast is placed in an oven heated at 
about ISO degrees. After It has been 
baked for a certin length of time it is 
plunged into a solution of stearic acid 
and kept there until thoroughly satu- 
rated. Then, when it has dried, the 
yellow color is gained by applying to 
the surface a solution of beeswax, tur- 
pentine and coloring matter. This color 
will not wash, off, and, of course, any 
shade can be produced at will. 


"The demand for nude statues in the 


art schools is growing less every year," 
said one of the largest makers of these 
casts. 
"That is because people are 


realizing more and more that artists 
must draw from the human figure it- 
self if they wish to understand the 
human form. We get more orders new

for draped figures in the art schools 
and for busts in the high schools. "Un- 
til very recently .the busts of most of 
the celebrated Americans which w« 
sell had been made in Italy from pho- 
tographs sent over from this country, 
and many mistakes occurred in mat- 
ters of detail, like the cut of the coats 
and collars. We are trying to do these 
now in a more modern and characteris- 
tic way and occasionally have been 
furnished with photographs by their 
families." 


The statuettes which are carried 


about the streets wrapped in harmoni- 
ous yellow tissue paper or are ^display- 
ed on the sidewalks or on the 'steps of 
unoccupied houses are made by quite 
a different set of manufacturers. The 
larger dealers do not sell to these street 
peddlers at all. The peddlers have their 
own little workrooms, which furnish 
them with their stock at a much lower 
rate than the regular dealers- charge. 
No originals are made in these ateliers, 
and most of the molds are gained by 
taking them from a cast bought from 
some other firm. The stearic acid bath 
is left out of the process, and conse- 
quently the color of these cheaper 
works washes off. 


The peddlers of these statuettes stand 


in about the same relation to sculptors 
and sculpture that the hand organ play- 
ers do to music and musicians. They 
reflect fairly accurately the popular 
taste, and, according to their testi- 
mony, it is the Tanagra figurines that 
in the long run sell the best of all their 
stock. From time to time there is a 
market for the bust of some particular 
man, 
and those sales are always tem- 


porary- Grotesque figures are always 
in demand and copies of the various 
models of Venus with which the public 
are familiar. Rows of Cupids and of 
monks' heads, winged Victories and 
busts* of Wagner come and go as pop- 
ular favorites, but"the Tanagra figur- 
ines have a steady sale that insures 
their presence in the stock of nearly 
every street peddler.—New York Post.

Washington, Oct 12.—In the Schley 


court of inquiry, Captain F. E. Chad 
v»ick was called to the stand. During 
the war he was in command of Ad 
miral Sampson's flagship, the New 
York, and also was chief of the ad 
miral's staff.

E. L. Bennett. Lieutenant Theodore 
G. Dewey, a nephew of Admiral Dew- 
ey, who served on the Massachusetts; 
Lieutenant Adelbert Althouse, also of 
the Massachusetts, and Lieutenant 
Francis Boughter, who served on the 
Marblehead, were the other new wit- 
nesses. 


Lieutenant Dewey was a watch and 


division officer on the Massachusetts 
in the war. In reply to the judge ad 
vocate Lieutenant 
Dewey described 


the Santiago blockade in pretty much 
the same terms as others have done. 
When he was asked If-he knew, of any 
orders regarding what should be done 
if the Spanish ships came out at night, 
he replied: "No, I don't think we couI5 
have seen them if they had come out." 


Several witnesses 
described the 


bombardment of the Colon in Santi- 
ago harbor. 
They intimated the at- 


tempt was a fiasco. In reply to ques- 
tions by the judge advocate, the wit- 
nesses testified further that they had 
no information that the Spanish fleet 
•vrou3d make a sortie from Santiago 
bay on July 3, 1898. They did not re- 
ceive intelligence about smoke arising 
from the harbor. This questioning 
had reference to the theory of the 
Schley counsel that Admiral Sampson 
had reason to believe that the Span- 
iards were coming out, with the fur- 
ther inference, of course, that know- 
ing that they were coming out he took 
the New York away to Siboney tha? 
norning. 


Captain Chadwick's testimony re- 


lated very largely to dispatches by 
Admiral 
Sampson 
to Commodore 


Schley, while the latter lay off Cien- 
fuegos in May, 1898, and to the code 
of signals agreed upon between Cap- 
tain McCalla of the Marblehead and 
the Cuban forces operating near Cien- 
fuegos. 
He said this code had not 


been sent to Commodore Schley by 
dispatch because Captain McCalla had 
ixpected to join the commodore im- 
mediately and communicate the code 
to him. He;also told of being present 
at an interview between Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore Schley, in 
which the latter had expressed his in- 
tention to be loyal to the commander- 
in-chief. He related in detail th2 
change of opinion concerning the 
v/hereabouts of Cervera's fleet by Ad- 
miral Sampson on May 21, between 
;he sending of the two dispatches of 
that date by Admiral Sampson to Com- 
modore Schley, one of which was dat- 
ed at Key West and the other, at Ha- 
vana. Captain Chadwick said he had 
not approved of Admiral Sampson's 
dispatch on May 28, congratulating 


iommcdore Schley on his accomplish- 


ments to that date. He said Admiral 
lampscn remarked .that the message 
was intended merely to encourage 
Schley.

"District of Porto 
Rico'and adjacent islands, Rev. Wil- 
liam Cabell 'Brown, now connected 
with the mission of Brazil. 
District 


of North Dakota, Rev. Charles Camp- 
bell Pierce, U. S. A 
The house of 


bishops adopted the eleventh and last 
amendment to the constitution. 


The question of marriage and di- 


vorce was before both houses. 
The 


bishoos, after debate, adopted a sub- 
stitute for the proposed canon 37, pro- 
viding for the discipline of persons 
marrying again after being divorced. 
The principal change made by the 
substitute is the provision that such 
person may receive the sacrament on 
the written consent of a bishop. The 
house of deputies began the eagerly 
awaited debate on section 4 of the 
proposed canon 36, which virtually 
prohibits the remarriage in the church 
of divorced persons. 
The discussion 


will be .continued on Monday. The 
only vote reached during the day was 
on a proposed modification of Dr. 
Huntington's amendment 
providing 


for the determining the cause of di- 
vorce in the case of a divorced person 
applying to be married. 
This was 


defeated. 


Canteen Again. 


Pittsburg. Oct. 12. — The members 


of the5 permanent committee on tem- 
perance of the Presbyterian general 
assembly do not take kindly to the 
annual report of Surgeon General 
Sternberg. In it he declares: "Mili- 
tary officers may be said to be unani- 
mous in their opinion that the steady 
decrease of late years of alcoholism 
in the regular army is mainly the re- 
sult of the establishment of the post 
exchange or canteen . at 
military 


posts." "I do not believe it," said 
William C. Lilley, treasurer of the 
committee. "The facts and figures 
and testimony in our possesieon as a 
committee refute the statement, and 
Mr. Sternberg or any other army offi- 
cer can not substantiate his state- 
ment." One year ago the committee 
was very active - in- -pr-esenting r-peti- 
tions to congress against the canteen. 
Now it is preparing to wage a still 
more effective warfare against the re- 
peal of the present canteen law. 


Ugly Charge. 


Rochester, Minn., Oct. 12.—The 


grand jury of Dodge county has in- 
dicted Charles C. Hartley of Dodge 
Center for murder in the first degree. 
Hartley has been proprietor of the 
Dodge Center transfer house, which 
was destroyed by fire one night last 
June. On that night he met at the 
station and escorted to his hotel Miss 
Bertha Pelton, a schoolteacher of 
Kenyon, who was on her way to her 
home in Wisconsin. 
It is the theory 


of the state that Hartley killed the 
girl and then set fire to the hotel. 
Robbery is alleged to have been the 
motive. 


Germany Moves. 


Berlin, Oct. 12.—According to a 


special dispatch from Kiel, prepara- 
tions on the German cruiser Falke are 
being hurried so that she may leave 
for South American waters next Tues- 
day. The Kiel correspondent of the 
Berliner Tageblatt says: "The gun- 
boat Panther, which.is nearing com- 
pletion in the imperial yards at Dant- 
zic, is destined for use on the Amazon, 
the Orinoco and the Platte for the 
protection of German interests. She 
is of the improved Iltis type, with 
stronger artillery, and is capable of 
13 knots." 


Widow Held. 


Denver, Oct. 12. — Mrs. E. ValHe, 


widow of Uplide Vallie, station agent 
of the Colorado and Southern railway 
at Jefferson, Colo., whose dead body 
was found near his home last Wed- 
nesday, his "head having been beaten 
to a pulp, was arrested here upon the 
request of the Park county authori- 
ties. The coroner's jury fired the 
murder of "Vallie on Charles Baker, 
who formerly worked for Vallie on a 
ranch.
